Many will be centred 
around the six Tolpuddle 
Martyrs who were tried in 
the building in 1834 and 
sentenced to seven years 
transportation for forming 
an illegal trade union. 

West Dorset District 
Council bid for the fund¬ 
ing last year to help attract 
more visitors to the area as 
part of a proposed heritage 
quarter for the town. 

Author Thomas Hardy 
also sat in the court build¬ 
ing as a magistrate. The

“I am thrilled that we 
have succeeded in winning 
this money from the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund. This is 
on top of the £1 million 
that the district council has 
pledged to make this excit¬ 
ing project a reality,” said 
council leader Robert 
Gould.

Part of HLF’s initial sup¬ 
port includes development 
funding totalling £69,000. 
This will be used to de¬ 
velop detailed design 
plans and to get the project 
to the planning application 
stage. After this work is 
completed a second round 
funding application will be 
made to the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund to apply for the 
full amount needed for the 
scheme. 

Richard Bellamy, Head 
of Heritage Lottery Fund 
South West, said: “We are 
delighted to be able to sup¬ 
port the development of 
this project. Shire Hall is 
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LYME fishmonger Simon Bennett - or Si The 
Fish as he's locally known - has become a pop¬ 
ular fixture of the town since he opened The 
Old Watch House fresh fish place at The Cobb. 

His many customers include top chefs Mark 
Hix, Clarissa Dickson-Wright and Hugh Fearn- 
ley-Whittingstall and his shop has featured on 
BBC, ITV and Channel 4 programmes. 


■ HOW long have you been in the fishmongering 
business? 

I started at the age of 18, working in my Dad's shop in 
Christchurch, Dorset. So I've been a fishmonger for 21 
years - blimey! 

■ HOW did you and your family come to live in 
Lyme? 

I was working on another of my father's stalls in Dorch¬ 
ester High Street and a good customer - Sarah Wilkinson, 
the daughter Victor Homyer, Lyme's fishmonger since 
1934 - came up and asked us if we'd take over the shop 
in Lyme as her father wanted to retire. So we took on The 
Old Watch House and after a week in the town I met Jo, 
now my wife. Our first romantic chat was during a walk 
around The Cobb - very French Lieutenant's Woman! 

■ IS fish difficult to cook and what is your favourite 
easy fish dish? 

The golden rule with nearly every fish, so long as it's 
been cleaned, is you can wrap it in tin foil with lemon, 
butter and a drop of white wine and bake it for 20 min¬ 
utes on 180 degrees gas mark 4. 

That is a general rule but it really works well with any 
flat fish. Lemon sole or brill would be particularly fine 
this way - you could ruin the taste of the fish by dabbling 
with other stronger flavourings. 

It's difficult to say which recipe would be my favourite 
as we cook this way seasonally with all sorts of fish, de¬ 
pending on what's in season. But I never get bored of 
trying something new that a customer may have recom¬ 
mended. 

Raw wriggling scallops straight from the shell give me 
a lift. There's more zinc in them than oysters. 

■ WE'VE recently read that some say mackerel is un¬ 
sustainable - what's the true story on this? 

That confusing media sound bite a month ago was put 
out by the Marine Conservation Society. 

It was confusing because they clearly state on their own 
website that south west line-caught mackerel is the 
most sustainable way of buying this fish which is famed 
for its omega content. The sound bite was regarding 
North Sea/lcelandic stocks and wasn't even related to 
an actual diminishing of fish, just the amount of quota 



set between Icelandic and Scottish fleets. 

On the whole a very confusing load of a I most-foreign 
nonsense has been said recently but the golden rule is: 
if it's been caught on a hand-line then it's sustainable. 
Which is good news for Lyme as the fantastic omega- 
packed beauties are traditionally available locally. 

■ WHERE can I get the best advice on what fish to 
eat and how to prepare it? 

All my staff (with the probable exception of Geoff, our 
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zany apprentice) can offer excellent advice of what fish 
to choose and how to cook it in all three of our outlets 
(Lyme, Ottery and Exeter High Street). We don’t just 
wear white coats for our Saturday shifts. 

■ WILL you be taking part in the Mackerel and Crab 
festivals planned for Lyme this summer? And what's 
this we hear that you've invented a new sport of 
mackerel tossing? 

The Great Dorset Mackerel Toss could become some¬ 
thing quite big but I don't want to be specific here yet. 
Let's just say it's very original and a TV programme have 
already said they'd be interested in filming it. It'll be a 
great festival season for fish in Lyme this year. 

There are actually three different seafood-related festi¬ 
vals planned, and my team and I are working with Mark 
Hix on all of them, especially the Food Rocks event for 
the first weekend in September. 

■ WHAT advice would you give local shoppers who 
want to eat more fish because they hear it's good for 
them? 

It's really all about where the fish is from. Processed fish 
has been fiddled with in a factory. If you buy local you 
have the reassurance that it's fresh, unprocessed and 
natural. And because of the variety of Omega oils in fish, 
it's good for your heart, your mind, memory and blood 
circulation. Fish will keep you chipper. 

■ WHAT'S your favourite time of the year in Lyme 
and why's that? 

Autumn - after the madness of the season. 

■ WHAT are your leisure pursuits? 

I'm a lifelong golfer and at nights I get my telescope out 
to indulge my study of astronomy. But my best thing to 
do on a day-off is to be with my children, Sam and Rosie. 

■ WHAT would you change about Lyme if you could? 

Car parking. I'd build either an overground and doubt¬ 
less controversial multi-storey by Monmouth beach or 
an underground one in the same place! 

■ IF you were planning a dinner party for six people, 
who would be your perfect guests and what dish 
would you cook? 

The new Pope and five of his cardinals. I'd cook Monkfish 
and we could talk all evening about the meaning of Cod.

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Solicitors claim NHS 'dragging 
its feet' over care fee refunds 


A DORSET law firm has warned of what 
it describes as an “alarming” NHS back¬ 
log in the processing of care fee refunds. 
Battens Solicitors say the delay follows a 
government deadline for reclaiming the 
costs of healthcare that should have been 
state funded. 

An initial deadline of the end of Septem¬ 
ber 2012 prompted individuals and fami¬ 
lies to contact the firm for help. 

Battens submitted the first of a number 
of refund applications to the NHS more 
than a year ago but as of now none have 
had a substantive response, let alone a 
payout. 

Such is the scale of frustration with the 
application process, the firm is preparing 


a formal complaint to the Health Ombuds¬ 
man. 

David Arnold, a solicitor in Battens’ 
Dispute Resolution department said: “I 
expected it to be a long process, months 
rather than weeks, but I am still surprised 
that not a single one of our applications 
seems to be anywhere near being settled. 
We have people who have been waiting 
who still have not had a substantive re¬ 
sponse, just a brief acknowledgement and 
then an apology for the delay when we 
follow up. It is alarming for people and 
causing real distress and that is why we 
are raising the issue with the Ombudsman 
who is an impartial third party.” 

Ministers announced early last year that 


individuals and their families are entitled 
to a refund if they have paid for care at 
any time since April 2004 but the recipi¬ 
ent is now deemed to have been eligible 
at the time for what is known as ‘contin¬ 
uing healthcare’. 

This is free, non-means-tested care 
funded by the NHS for health rather than 
social care needs. It is usually provided in 
a residential or nursing home, but could 
equally be in a person’s own home. 

Retrospective claims for periods of care 
up to 31 March 2011 had to be submitted 
by the end of September 2012. 

A further deadline, for care between 1 
April 2011 and 31 March 2012, has been 
set for 31 March 2013. 


Mr Arnold added: “We have extensive 
experience in fighting successful claims 
for the refund of care fees, securing thou¬ 
sands of pounds for clients, including in 
one case, more than £100,000, but it does 
seem that the NHS has been dragging its 
feet on claims made since the September 
2012 deadline was set. It may be a pure 
resources issue but if we, with all our pro¬ 
fessional skills and ability to keep going, 
are seeing a backlog, one wonders what it 
is like for individuals without legal help. 
Our applications will be just a fraction of 
the overall claims to be processed. If our 
experience is typical, the national picture 
must be bleak indeed.” 



Council may borrow 
funds for Corn Exchange 

TOWN councillors may have to borrow £80,000 to 
cover the cost of repairs to Dorchester's Corn Ex¬ 
change. 

If they do the money will come from the Public 
Works Loan Board and repaid over a ten year period 
at 2.02per cent interest. 

But councillors are considering a second option, 
of funding the work from the authority's General 
Fund which has improved its balances by a pre¬ 
dicted £132,000; £73,000 more than the predicted 
surplus of £58,000. 

In a report from accountancy officer Marc Good¬ 
man councillors are being told that the town coun¬ 
cil, as at April 1 st, will have a total outstanding long 
term debt of £614,000. If the loan option is taken 
this will increase to £694,000. 

Hirers fail to pay fees 

LEGAL action is being considered by Dorchester 
Town Council after it failed to collect payments 
from several hirers of the municipal buildings. 

The largest outstanding payment is over £2,200, 
with another of almost £1,000, although a report 
notes that the smaller sum is likely to be paid and 
appears to have arisen "as a result of confusion on 
the part of a regular hirer." 

Neither of the debtors are named and the issue 
was discussed behind closed doors by town coun¬ 
cillors this week 

Race for life call 

ORGANISERS of Dorchester's Race for Life event at 
Kingston Maurward are calling for more women to 
sign up. 

The May 19th event will raise funds for Cancer Re¬ 
search UK.

Change in how district council is run? 


■ GIVEN the apparent reluctance of West Dorset 
District Council (WDDC) to issue a press release on 
the subject, I write to draw your readers'attention 
to the discussions, currently underway among 
councillors, on the future system of governance for 
the district. 

I do this now as I am aware that two very expen¬ 
sive and contentious decisions have been made in 
recent years under the current "cabinet" system of 
governance. 

Firstly the £15million project creating new offices 
for WDDC and a new Dorchester library and adult 
education centre and, secondly, the late addition 
to the new local plan of the Came View site to the 
south east of Dorchester for a possible 1,000 new 
homes. 

WDDC's current system of governance is one in 
which all major decisions (including the two re¬ 
ferred to above) are made by the seven person Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee (often referred to as "the 
cabinet"). 

Members of this are chosen by the leader and are 
all drawn from the majority party (Conservative). 

Although cabinet decisions are scrutinised by 
two committees made up of members from differ¬ 
ent political groups (Conservative - eight; Liberal 


Democrat-three; West Dorset Independent - one) 
this check on the executive is of very limited value 
in a council where party whipping plays a signifi¬ 
cant role. 

Occasionally, in one of the few (five per year) full 
council meetings, a "recommendation" from the 
cabinet may be debated by all 48 councillors be¬ 
fore being put to the vote. 

There can be little doubt that this system leads 
directly to a very significant democratic deficit with 
the views of many councillors playing no part at all 
in decisions on major issues. 

It may not remain like this. Councillors are now 
discussing alternatives to the leader and cabinet 
system including reverting to the committee struc¬ 
ture. 

This system, allowing as it does a much broader 
and more representative debate on major issues, 
could well lead to better decision-making. 

Your readers may like to find out for themselves 
which system their elected representatives favour 
and, more importantly, why they believe it to be in 
the best interests of the voters of West Dorset.

Man jailed for sex offences may have sought local victims

of years and has earned ca¬ 
sual income as a silver liv¬ 
ing statue street performer. 

“Beeks used an alias of 
‘Silver Steve’ and we 
know he was living in the 
Weymouth area in the 
summer and autumn of 
2011 . 

“I would encourage any¬ 
one who has concerns re¬ 
garding Steven Beeks to 
contact Dorset Police on 
101 - we treat all such 
calls very seriously and 
specialist staff are on hand 
to provide support.”

Rare 


A RARE mirror, bought by 
the County Museum fol¬ 
lowing an appeal, is to go 
on public show for the first 
time at Easter. 

The Chesil Mirror was 
bought for £23,000 after 
receiving two £9,750 
grants from the Headley 
Trust, a Sainsbury Family 
Charitable Foundation and 
the V & A Purchase Fund, 
which is supported by the 
Department for Culture, 
Media and Sport to enable 
museums to purchase ob¬ 
jects of cultural impor¬ 
tance. 

An additional £3,500 
was raised in a Dorset 
County Museum fundrais¬ 
ing campaign which in¬ 
cluded £1,000 from a 
lecture by Professor An¬ 
drew Fitzpatrick of Wes¬ 
sex Archaeology in 
November 2012. 

The copper-alloy mirror 
was discovered between 
Abbotsbury and Chickerell 
in 2010. Dating back to the 
late Iron Age it is similar to 
the Portesham Mirror cur¬ 
rently in the museum’s 
possession. 

This type of mirror is ex¬ 
tremely rare - fewer than 
30 have ever been discov¬ 
ered in the UK. 

The Chesil Mirror was 
found in a grave dating

back to the Roman Con¬ 
quest. The body was 
buried in a characteristic 
crouched position and the 
grave also contained two 
brooches, an armlet, cop¬ 
per tweezers, coins and 
some glass beads. 

The burial mound was 
thought to be for a 17 to 
25-year-old woman who 
died shortly after the 
Roman invasion in AD 43. 

The grave was found by 
a metal-detector user. 
When he reported the dis¬ 
covery Bournemouth Uni¬ 
versity promptly undertook 
an excavation to make sure 
that the find was carefully 
lifted and fully recorded. 

Dr Miles Russell, Senior 
Fecturer in Prehistoric and 
Roman Archaeology, 
Bournemouth University 
said: “Although damaged, 
this is one of the finest 
pieces of Celtic Art yet re¬ 
covered from the British 
Isles, the reverse of the 
bronze mirror being cov¬ 
ered with an incredibly in¬ 
tricate pattern of carefully 
incised, swirling abstract 
loops. Created over 2,000 
years ago, this highly per¬ 
sonal artefact would un¬ 


doubtedly have been the 
prized possession of a 
wealthy native aristocrat 
who lived long enough to 
see the Roman army in¬ 
vade and occupy her home¬ 
land. 

“The discovery, excava¬ 
tion, recording and report¬ 
ing of the find was a model 
co-operation between the 
metal detectorist who first 
made the find, the 


landowner and archaeolo¬ 
gists from both Dorset 
County Council and 
Bournemouth University 
and was acknowledged as 
such in the bi-annual 
Dorset Archaeological 
awards of 2011.” 

In August 2011 the mir¬ 
ror and other items were 
declared Treasure and in 
April 2012 the Secretary 
of State set its price at 
£23,000. 

Jon Murden, director of 
Dorset County Museum at 
the time of the appeal, 


said: “This mirror is very 
important to us because it 
is closely connected with 
the one we acquired in 
1994 and is decorated in a 
similar way. These rare 
and fascinating objects are 
significant because they 
tell us so much about 
power and wealth in Iron 
Age Dorset. 

“We hope this appeal 
will encourage local peo¬ 
ple to support us so that 
we can buy the mirror and 
give it pride of place in 
our Archaeology Gallery.”

WPNSA supporting Olympic legacy hosting Match Racing Series 


DURING the winter months Weymouth 
and Portland National Sailing Academy 
(WPNSA) have been the host venue for 
the RYA Winter Match Racing Series run¬ 
ning from December through to April. 

The competition takes place in the for¬ 
mer Olympic class Elliot 6m boats and 
combines part-training, part-competi¬ 
tion with RYA coaches and a full umpire 
team on hand at each event as part of a 
programme designed to kick-start the 
development of UK National Match Rac¬ 
ing. 

To date, the first three weekends have 
been a huge success, with a range of 
weather conditions testing the sailors. 
Eight teams participate each weekend 
with the highest placed skipper of each 


qualifier event earning their place to at¬ 
tend the RYA Winter Match Racing Final 
weekend on April 20th/21st. 

The idea of the series is to provide a 
transition from dinghy sailing into keel- 
boat sailing and then potentially onto 
the British Keelboat Academy. 

WPNSA prides itself on hosting the 
2012 Olympic Games but also recog¬ 
nises the need for sustained develop¬ 
ment within the sport. 

John Tweed, Chief Executive WPNSA 
explained: "The Games were not a one 
off, but a springboard to ensure there is 
a continuing and lasting legacy in 
Dorset and the United Kingdom. We 
hope to inspire young and old in the'af- 
terglow'of very successful Olympic and 


Paralympic sailing events, and the RYA 
Match Racing Series is showcasing some 
real potential talent for the future. 

"Sailors approach the weekends with 
huge determination to learn and com¬ 
pete at the highest level. Ultimately, a 
new foundation for Match Racing is 
being developed with experts following 
the racing and giving top tips at key mo¬ 
ments, followed by intensive debriefs 
lead by the umpires and an emphasis on 
constructive collaboration between 
teams. 

Sir Ben Ainslie CBE who is no stranger 
to WPNSA waters also spent a part of his 
career match racing and this summer 
will be competing in the Americas Cup 
in the waters of San Francisco. 

He said: "Match racing is one of the 
most tactical and intense forms of rac¬ 
ing, whatever boat you sail in and is 
something every sailor should experi¬ 
ence and train in. This racing discipline 
offers new styles of boat on boat tactics 
which can assist in a number of fleet rac¬ 
ing situations. I am always keen to see 
match racing being developed at a na¬ 
tional level and am delighted that the 
WPNSA is hosting the Royal Yachting As¬ 
sociation Match Racing Series this year. 
WPNSA will ultimately play a key role in 
producing some future match racing 
stars and equally will let everyone get in¬ 
volved in such an exciting part of the 
sport of sailing".

AS the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games venue for sailing, the 
Weymouth and Portland Na¬ 
tional Sailing Academy in Dorset 
has experienced a unique and 
unforgettable few years in the 
run up to and during the London 
2012 Olympic Games. 

Now that the games are over 
and the Olympic legacy is in full 
swing, there is time to look back 
and reflect on the pre games 
training and preparation that en¬ 
abled our British Olympians to 
compete on a global level. 

With fantastic results achieved 
in 2012 and an impressive collec¬ 
tion of gold medals being won 
and presented to the world's top 
sailors at the iconic waterside 
venue, it is easy to be swept 
along in the celebrations and for¬ 
get the hard work and pure ded¬ 
ication that went into preparing 
not only the venue, but the com¬ 
petitors themselves for the great¬ 
est show on earth. 

The celebrated sailing destina¬ 
tion began creating Olympic 
champions years before the 
words Beijing and London 
Olympics had been uttered. 

Developed to take advantage 
of some of the best small boat 
sailing waters on the planet, the 
WPNSA has provided an unri¬ 
valled location for training and 
sailing competitions for a great 
number of years. 

The combination of clean 
winds, sheltered waters and 
weak tides in the area is unique, 
and the world class facility set in 
the centre of the Jurassic Coast 
provided the perfect training 


venue in the run up to the 
Olympic Games. 

The success of the WPNSA 
began early when it became the 
first 2012 venue to be completed 
in November 2008, with three 
years to spare, and it played a 
crucial part in the overall success 
of the London Olympics 2012, 
and the number of medals Team 
GBR won. 

Team GBR finally won a total of 
five Olympic (one gold, four sil¬ 
ver), and two Paralympic (one 
gold and one bronze) sailing 
medals; the impressive medal 
haul illustrating how the prepara¬ 
tion of the sailors at the academy 
had been essential to their final 
results. 

However, the academy had 
been preparing Olympic sailors 
for many years prior to the 
Olympics, having had the honour 
of witnessing and nurturing the 
emerging talent of young British 
sailors as they undertook their 
training schedules and entered 
into the competitive, and then 
professional sailing world. 

One such young sailor was the 
now Sir Ben Ainslie CBE, the most 
successful sailor in Olympic his¬ 
tory. Ainslie began sailing in the 
waters of his native Cornwall at a 
very young age and would later 
be a frequent visitor to the 
WPNSA, undertaking his Olympic 
training at the now iconic venue. 

He paid his compliments to the 
Academy in saying: "WPNSA is 
home to some of the best sailing 
waters in the world and there is 
tough competition to gain this 
status. 


high profile 

The highest profile sailors in the 
world have competed at the 
venue which itself has show¬ 
cased one of the most watched 
global events. 

"I have sailed on these waters 
since I was racing youth classes 
and the WPNSA is a great im¬ 
provement upon the facilities I 
used back then. 

"The new generation getting 
out on the water have a very 
bright future and a first rate 
sports venue readily available to 
them that represents such a great 
opportunity. 

"I have no doubt the venue will 
go on to host a raft of quality sail¬ 
ing events as it is now firmly on 
the map as a premiere location to 
compete. 

"Personally I will never forget 
winning my Olympic Gold medal 
in front of a home crowd and on 
waters so familiar to me." 

Now also a member of the 
board of directors for the WPNSA, 
Ainslie will continue to play a role 
at the centre which supported 
him throughout his sailing career 
and Olympic campaigns. 

Ainslie is not the only Gold 
medallist to sing the praises of 
WPNSA. 

Paralympic Gold Medallist He¬ 
lena Lucas MBE also trained from 
the Academy for a number of 
years before and during her 
Olympic campaign. Lucas won 
gold in 2012 in the 2.4mR event. 

She said: "Winning gold on 
home waters in Weymouth and 
Portland was an amazing experi¬ 
ence; the home support is some¬ 


thing I will never forget and it 
spurred me on tremendously. 

"Training and competing at 
WPNSA throughout my prepara¬ 
tion certainly contributed to my 
result and I will always love sail¬ 
ing here. 

"It is an unbeatable venue for 
disabled sailors with new, pur¬ 
pose built, facilities. 

"For example, there are dis¬ 
abled access hoists on the pon¬ 
toons, providing the safest access 
to tidal waters for people with 
disabilities anywhere in the UK. 

"I don't know of any other sail¬ 
ing venue where the needs of 
sailors of all abilities are so well 
catered for." 

However, it was not only Team 
GB who performed outstand¬ 
ingly during the sailing Olympics 
and Paralympics, with competi¬ 
tors from across the globe win¬ 
ning medals in British waters. 

A key to the success was the 
ability for them to access and 
train in the Olympic waters be¬ 


fore the games began; reaping 
the benefits of this fantastic ad¬ 
vantage. 

The academy was the first 
Olympic sailing venue to open to 
international competitors prior to 
the games since Kiel in 1972, and 
by operating in such a way this 
created a level playing field for 
competitors, with the final sailing 
competition higher than ever. 

Sailors from Italy, USA, Canada, 
Australia, Spain, Sweden, Hol¬ 
land, Argentina, Denmark and 
Russia trained at the academy 
pre the games, and having these 
teams on site, some of which 
were for a number of years; 
brought a great international feel 
to the area. 

The WPNSA played a truly es¬ 
sential part in training and assist¬ 
ing all Olympic and Paralympic 
sailors in both the 2012 Games 
and in the years leading up to the 
event; without its excellent facili¬ 
ties Team GBR may not have 
achieved such admirable results.

Magical trip for Portland's Neven 



HAVING just returned from a trip 
to Uganda as part of Cricket 
Without Boundaries, Portland 
cricketer and Dorset coach Grant 
Neven used a quote from Nelson 
Mandela to sum up his thoughts: 
"Sport has the power to change 
the world.' 

"It has the power to unite in a 
way that little else does. It speaks 
to youth in a language that they 
understand. Sport can create 
hope where there once was only 
despair. 

"It's more powerful than gov¬ 
ernments in breaking down 
racial barriers. It laughs in the 
face of all types of discrimina¬ 
tion." 

These were his thoughts in his 
own words: "Never was a truer 
word spoken than Mandela's 
quote, and the trip has left me 
with so many memories that will 
stay with me the rest of my life. 

"When first asked what the trip 
was all about, I tried to explain 
the CWB mission and the differ¬ 
ence that a small group could 
make to Aids/HIV awareness 
through coaching and playing 
cricket. 

"Some cynics replied 'Oh I see, 
a free trip and a bit of cricket'. If 
only they knew. 

"The first big challenge was 
getting to know the group, a 
group whose ages ranged from 
68 to 19 and whose members 
came from all walks of life. 

"I was very fortunate in that the 


group jelled from the start and 
throughout the trip, mucked in, 
laughed and cried together and 
rose to the many challenges that 
presented themselves. 

"Lifelong friendships have 
been formed and many in the 
group plan to meet up on a reg¬ 
ular basis. 

"Uganda itself proved to be 
everything I expected and more. 

The people were amazing, 
friendly and full of hope, even if 
their time keeping was set to the 
Ugandan ethos of'once we get 
there, it will all be done'. 

"The country itself was beauti¬ 
ful and yet as mad as a fish. 

"Extreme poverty, a frag¬ 
mented infrastructure and roads 
that daily tested the strength of 
your spine took nothing away 
from a country that had pride in 
itself and wished to progress. 

"As a group we were based in 
three centres during the trip; 
Kampala, Jinja and finally 
Masaka. 

natural ability 

"Each centre provided us the 
opportunity to train up teachers 
to teach cricket and pass on the 
Aids/HIV awareness message for 
years to come, and they all 
proved to be willing pupils with 
a thirst for knowledge and expe¬ 
rience. 

"The children themselves were 
a joy, not just to teach and play 
cricket with, but all were so en¬ 
thusiastic and willing to learn. 


"At times their natural ability 
was awesome and all was 
achieved with a huge smile and 
continual thanks to me and my 
fellow coaches. 

"Of course we had some free 
time and this was not wasted. 

"We visited orphanages and 
Aids clinics in each centre, where 
we spent time with the staff and 
children learning about the bat¬ 


tle that counties like Uganda face 
in their fight to obtain medicines 
and support. 

"To sum up, time well spent, 
knowledge gained and passed 
on, new friendships formed and 
a sense that our efforts as a team 
will help to combat the spread of 
HIV/AIDS, help to promote edu¬ 
cation through sport and leave a 
lasting legacy for the future. 


"Finally I would encourage all 
to have a look at the work done 
and achieved by CWB; its hard 
working, challenging but re¬ 
warding. 

"Could you be the next volun¬ 
teer? I for one will be returning; 
the job has only just begun."

"We have seen what both 
Danny and Josh can do, and they 
both did admirable jobs, I don't 
have a problem in asking them to 
step in again, and I know Calvin 
will be the same."
